Extracts from the Congressional Record 


1. "The Kefcaaa Fables" constitute a point by point criticism 
of Ketpan's series of six lectures titled "Russia, tike Atom and the 
West" which were carried by BBC last November and December. 


2. Feighan c l a im s that Keenan's influence in the State Department 
accounts for the lack of what he terms a "carefully defined, positive 
and dynamic policy toward tee Soviet Union. " He further accuses g-Vri- 
, “* d ««P- abated ignorance of the Russian character and 300 years 

of history" and says that Kehpan's greatest weakness is his "inability or 
unwillingness to recognise teat basic Communist doctrine calls for world 
conquest by any and all means. " 


3. Dean Ache sou's article "The Illusion of Disengagement" also 
criticises tee Kehpaa series which A c hesou says are surely a rehash of 
Keepaa s policy recommendations which were rejected by tee Government 


4. Congressman Feighan is new in Rio attending the later- 
Feriiameatary Coaferenu. I have attached a copy of a State Department 
dispatch lauding his efforts there. ^
